emperor, to the coronation. 


An official press communique 


said the action was taken because 
"of the attitude of nearly all the 
British press against Italy

Italy's armed forces." 


Three Exceptions 


The three British papers excepted 


from the ban are the Daily Mail, 
the Evening News and the Observ- 
er. The exclusion orders are ef- 
fective until further notice. 


Several London papers, including 


the Daily Herald and the News 
Chronicle, have been banned for 
several weeks because their liberal 
policy is considered hostile to the 
fascist state. 


However, a general ban on al- 


most the entire English press is re- 
garded as a particularly drastic step 
which Ynight lead to seriously em- 
bittered relations between the two 
countries.

There are 225 lo- 
cal livestock shipping associations 
whose functions include the gather- 
ing and transporting of livestock to 
market and elimination of profits 
otherwise taken by local buyers. 


Market Wool 


A state-wide wool cooperative 
marketing agent collects, grades and 
stores the wool for its members un- 
til it is sold through the national co- 
operative agency at Boston. It is cal- 
culated that over a period of six 
years members received 3J cents per 
pound more than thc average dealer 
price. 


There are 275 cooperative purchas- 


ing association. They include ware- 
houses that handle feed, fertilizer, 
seed and so forth, stores and oil 
companies. Wisconsin also has one 
butter and two cheese sales organi- 
zations, and several cooperative flu- 
id milk distribution plants.

people, but wiser, and out of such wis- 
dom wedded to discontent may some 
day come the regeneration of their un- 
happy fatherland."

If bankir.g fails again, he believes the

ers compare today's prices with those of 
last month or last season or last year. 
That comparison shows that the worker 
must have $1.06 now to buy just what he 
did two years ago with $1. Today's cost 
of living is 20 to 25 per cent above the 
low point of 1933. 


The National 
Industrial 
Conference 


Board, making a comparison over a longer 
period, reports that the present cost of 
living is still 12.9 per cent below the 1929 
level. 


No thoughtful person wants to go back 


either to 1929 or 1933. The one was too 
recklessly extravagant a period and the 
other too depressed: Prices, however, are 
just one detail of a whole economic pic- 
ture. 
They wouldn't stick out like an 


ugly blot on the social landscape if the 
other details—wages, production, distri- 
bution—were harmonious.

PF.RE MARQUETTE OF LAON 


Word has just come from France that plans are 


afoot for the erection of a statue of Pere Mar- 
quette in Laon. where he was born, son of an old 
and honorable family of that city. 300 years ago. 
It is remembered that his mother was Rose De 
La Salle of the royal city of Rheims. where he 
had his training for the priesthood. But he be- 
longs to Laon and ultimately to the Mississippi 
valley, which he had a glorious part in evoking 
from the unknown. A great black cross stands, 
marking the site of the cabin at the Chicago 
portage where he spent a winter in illness, U- 
:ended by two faithful French companions and 
by devoted Indians. A bronze plate attached to 
:his memorial cross recites that he. the first of 
white men. had passed that \vay. having travel- 
ed 2.500 miles in canoes in 120 days. 


When at Point de St. Esprit, near the western 


end of Lake Superior, ministering to his little 
Indian flock, he heard of the great river (the 
Mississippi, to which he gave the name "de la 
Conception") and "its marvels." and desired to 
follow its course—seemingly more interested in 
:his than in the spiritual ends of his mission. 
Later the opportunity came, consonant with his 
desire for divine ordering. The "happy neces- 
sity" of exposing his life for the salvation of the 
ribes along this particular river came from the 
Trench governor and intendant. Moreover, 
ribes of the Illinois: had begged him very earn- 
estly "to bring the Word of God among them." 
After his return from the discovery of the up- 
per Mississippi he recites with even greater 
atisfaction the baptizing of a dying child 
jrought to the side of the canoe. 


The grim story of Ihe perilous missionary la- 


>ors among the Indians of the followers of 
,oyola <Ad Majorem Dei Gloriam) has its 
>eatific culmination in the life of this zealot 
and explorer. His name has been given to cities 
and even to a railroad that remembers his wan- 
derings. But he deserves, especially in the 
gratitude and admiration of those who have 
'ollowed his rough paths and the story of his 
ministry to the savages, such recognition as has 
seen given to Pere Jogues and his fellow-mar- 
yrs in Canada. New England and New York, 
fhe tribute to Marquette in the place of his 
birth has been long delayed. No doubt there are 
many in America who will wish to join in this 
ercentenary homage to this son of Laon. whose 
sublime disinterestedness, fearless zeal and de- 
votion to something beyond self consecrated 
every region that he touched.—New York 
Times.

The net is. of course, used to cap- 


ture the Tlying and hopping insects 
but you will soon discover that 
many forms of insects do not fly 
but creep over the ground or over 
bushes and trees. These can easily 
be captured by hand.

A great many people 
are afraid to handle insects because 
they know that some of them bite 
or sting.

Cannot Inflict Pain 


The caterpillars of moths and but- 


terflies, being vegetarians, are not 
equipped- with poison fangs but 
several kinds have ferocious-look- 
ing horns or fang-like darts. These 
appendages frighten away some of 
their natural enemies but actually 
can inflict no pain whatever. Don't 
be afraid to handle any moth or 
butterfly, either in the adult form 
or in its larvae form.

ture in Its closing hours will pass a measure to impose the state Income 
tax on a large group of state officers drawing from $2,900 to $28.300 a year 


These officers, including the governor, have been considered exempt 


from both federal and state income taxes, but Governor Lehman recently 
discovered, to his surprise, that the state exemption, 
was based on mere opinions by two attorneys general, 
whose own salaries were Involved in their judgment, 
and not any decision by the court of appeals. 


Incidentally, although no such question ever was 


put to the court of appeals, the interests of the judges 
themselves would have been involved if they had 
been asked to make a decision. The judges are in- 
cluded in the fortunate group of totally exempt con- 
stitutional officers. 


Up to this time it has just been assumed that the 


pay for these jobs, including many political judge- 
ships at from $18,000 to 522,500 a year, was excepted. 
That was merely a tradition, however, and the gov- 
ernor, on learning this, recommended a specific
